To Ask All Village 
Help in Drawing 
Long Range Plan 


Questionnaire Being Prepared; W ill 


Be Submitted to Civic Groups, Also 


Published for Use of General Public 
A questionnaire for members of the leading organiza­ 
tions of the Village in the interest of long-range city plan­ 
ning was distributed to organization and civic leaders 
Monday at the Planning commission's meeting with the 
leaders and with Earl O. Mills, master planner for the 
city. Meeting was under the direction of the commission’s 
chairman, John Connell. 
In a statement by Mills it was 
^ pointed out that master planning 
for a city was a long-range prop­ 
osition and that the full faculties 
of the entire membership of a 
community should be brought to 
bear in the planning. 
FOR THAT REASON a ques­ 
tionnaire was drawn up for dis­ 
semination to all members of 
each organization represented at 
the meeting plus answers from 
the citizenry at large through a 
newspaper poll, to be conducted 
as soon as a completed and re­ 
vised questionnaire is drawn up 
hy the city planning engineer, 
Charles Woodman. 
The revised form will be 
printed in an early issue of The 
Desert Sun. 
All organizations present at 
the meeting pledged themselves 
to full support of the request for 


canvassing of their members in 
an effort to complete a cross­ 
section indication of the wants 
of the Village. 
IT WAS EXPLAINED t h a t 
funds for capital improvements 
of the sort to be covered by any 
planning adopted will come from 
funds gathered annually by the 
city for such purposes. 
Idea of the calling in of Vil­ 
lage leaders followed that of the 
Mayor's Coordinating council, in­ 
augurated the week previously, 
in which all the top "minds" of 
thp Village were gathered to­ 
gether for assistance in con­ 
structive development of Palm 
Springs. 
Connell voiced the fact that the 
people should be heard in their 
requests as to civic changes 
which will affect their lives in 
the future.

C am p aign in Village 
On the big Red Feather ther­ 
mometer of the Palm Springs 
Community Chest in the Bank 
of America, the red marker of 
progress was painted in at 11 
per cent today as the first re­ 
port of the Advance Gifts divis­ 
ion showed receipts of $4355. 
By next Monday’s time for the 
second report of this important 
division, which is led by Carl 
Lykken. the thermometer is ex­ 
pected to register an encourag­ 
ing 40 per cent of the $37,500 
goal of the Chest for 1950. 
Advance Gifts workers who 
number 27. generally produce ap­ 
proximately 50 per cent of the 
entire Chest goal. 
CHAIRMAN LYKKEN said that 
the great majority of the major 
donors are holding their sub- .

MOST COMMUNITIES in California have a master plan 
for their future physical development. The state legisla­ 
ture has set up an act which gives cities and counties the 
authority under state law to establish and carry out a 
long-range plan of development. The procedure calls for 
the creation of a master plan by the city’s planning com­ 
mission with final action up to the city council. 
Such a plan is proposed for the City of Palm Springs. 
The planning commission has had the matter under eon- 
sideration for some time and has employed a planning 
consultant to supervise the preparation of a plan based on 
the contemplated future physical development of Palm 
Springs. Members of more than 30 local organizations will 
be consulted for their views concerning objectives in the 
creation of the plan. Hundreds of questionnaires will be 
distributed to regular residents, winter residents and a 
few who visit here only occasionally, to get their views. 
The idea of a carefully worked out plan for the future ¡ 
physical development of Palm Springs is a sound one. Of 
prime consideration, of course, will be the treatment of 
Indian lands. For this reason, it might seem that the ef­ 
fort to work out a plan now is premature. On the other 
hand, some solution of the Indian lands problem may be 
looked for in the near future and it would be wise to be 
looking forward to that time with an eye to future develop­ 
ment. If the cost to the city is not too heavy to be of 
serious concern, there is no time like the present. The 
advantages to the future destiny of the community sh o u ld 
be perfectly obvious. 
WHEN CONSIDERING the needs and objectives for the 
future of Palm Springs, residents must bear in mind t h a t 
most of the improvements specified will not be re alize d 
for many years. One of the purposes of the plan is to es­ 
tablish the various projects in the order of their impor­ 
tance. Palm Springs has only recently passed bond issues 
for schools, a hospital and $900,000 worth of municipal 
improvements. It cannot be ex p e c te d — o r h o p e d—that 
many more major improvements can be u n d e r ta k e n for 
some time. But the city will be spending som e m o n e y — 
and there are always matters coming up w h ich involve

From the Palm Springs Garden Club

To continue with the definition 
of terms confusing to the gard­ 
ener who is just beginning . . . 
COMPOST P IL E 
Is the aristocrat of fertilizers, 
and although to possess one is 
the ambition of every gardener, 
one must have patience, tolerant 
neighbors, and be a collector and 
a hoarder, to achieve it. 
Although 
composts 
can 
be 
built entirely above ground, it 
is better to dig a pit about 3 feet 
deep and 6 feet square. Deposit 
in 
this 
your 
grass 
cultings, 
leaves, shrub trimmings, manure, 
and coffee grounds. 'Although 
garbage refuse may also be ad­ 
ded, it is an invitation to neigh­ 
borhood pets and field mice, and 
hungry coyotes.: To about every 
3 inch layer add an inch of soil 
and sand. Then sprinkle gener­ 
ously with lime to kill Ihe odor. 
It w ill take from 3 to 6 months 
for decomposition although am ­ 
monium sulphate w ill hasten the 
decay. Give the pile frequent 
hosings and occasional turnings 
and before using, screen. 
The compost m ay be used as 
a top dressing for poor lawns, 
for window boxes and flower 
pots. It is particularly valuable 
for such 
flowers as camellias, 
azaleas and cinerarias. 
ACID SOIL 
You'll stumble over this term

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if 
you 
want 
information 
on 
planting an azalea, which is an 
"acid loving” plant. It doesn’t 
call for you to squeeze a lemon 
in its water every morning. As 
a matter of fact, since acid soils 
are usually found in hogs, it 
means creating, as closely as 
possible, a bog condition. By ad­ 
ding about 'j pound of alum i­ 
num sulphate to a square yard 
of sandy soil you'll get an arid 
soil. Better still, mix into your 
soil well soaked. 
PEAT MOSS 
W hich is a shagrum peat, <de­ 
composed leaves and plant life) 
derived 
from the bogs and is 
very acid. Acid peat, dug from 
the woods, when raw, is also 
very acid and w ill help achieve 
a proper soil condition for your 
“ acid loving” plants. 
DECIDUOUS T R EES 
Lose their leaves during the 
winter. 
Deciduous 
trees 
most 
common 
in this area are fig, 
pomegranate, persimmon, syca­ 
more, palo verde, desert willow, 
and mesquite. Trees which are 
not deciduous and 
w ill 
keep 
their leaves through the winter 
are pepper, cottonwood, tamar­ 
isk. olive, acacia, cypress, palm, 
desert ironwood (tesotal, citrus, 
eucalyptus, and the breadfruit.

the citizens of a community 
must go on faith, realizing vivid­ 
ly that if these fine agencies 
were to suddenly cease opera­ 
tions. a community would suffer 
irreparahle loss. Reference can 
be made to those startling fig­ 
ures; that it costs less than $15 
a year to care for a Boy Scout or 
Girl Scout in the wholesome sur­ 
roundings of a troop, but It 
costs the taxpayers $2,00(1 a year 
to maintain a boy or girl in a 
state correctional school which, 
too often turns out only hard­ 
ened criminals instead of chang­ 
ing the youth's attitude toward 
society. 
NO COMMUNITY Is on firm 
ground which fails to adequate­ 
ly support its Community Chest 
needs. And yet hundreds of busi­ 
ness men in cities like Palm 
Springs either subscribe nothing 
to the Chest or give altogether 
loo meagerly to support the 
health, youth and welfare pro­ 
grams. 
Certainly no business man 
denies the great value of our 
public schools in shaping citi- 
:ens of tomorrow. Nor would 
hey for a moment be without a 
police department for protec­ 
tion.A Community Chest subscrip­ 
tion is iust as vital in the kind­ 
red fields of youth training in 
the hours hovs and girls are not 
in school, and I he more we 
contribute to these character- 
building agencies, the less we 
will have to spend in correc­ 
tion through a law-enforcement 
agency. 
IN TODAY'S BUSY community 
life, virtually all our direct wel­ 
fare assistance has either been 
turned over to agencies such as 
the Welfare and Friendly Aid of 
Palm Springs or to the public 
assistance departments. No long- 
crdo we individually go out and 
disburse funds to help out a 
family in need, possibly except­ 
ing at such times as Christmas. 
Thus a busy business man 
should realize that while he is 
not called upon to render those 
services personally, there are 
groups administering lhat aid 
in his behalf. His part of the bar­ 
gain is to see that such agencies 
are not facing shortages of 
funds. In 1949 and thus far in 
19.30 the calls for such charity 
have increased sharply. Palm 
Springs must rise to this chal­ 
lenge to m ake sure that no 
children are hungry, no desti­ 
tute family is turned away, ar a 
tragedy-stricken family refused 
help. Meeting such needs is a 
legitimate cost of doing busi­ 
ness.
